Superintendent’s Report. 


The superintendent of schools of Jefferson pre- 
sents the following report: 

Fortunately for the schools of Jefferson, we have 
been able to keep most of the teachers who did such 
good work last year. Itisa great advantage, in se- 
curing good progress in school work, to be able to 
retain teachers who are acquainted with the methods 
of instruction and the progress of the pupils. Two 
of the teachers attended the summer school at Ply- 
mouth Normal and are showing a splendid spirit oi 
persistent progress in their work. Others hold Nor- 
mal or College diplomas and are showing an equally 
eood spirit of enthusiastic endeavor. It is a good 
index of a successful, progressive teacher when she is 
regular in attendance at the local teachers’ meeting's 
and regional institutes, looking for the best ideas 
and methods. 

As a result of her summer at Plymouth, one 
teacher was able to recommend, ‘‘Country Life and 
Country School,” a book which was adopted as the ~ 
basis of several papers in the teachers’ meetings. 
The book is highly recommended to citizens inter- 
ested in rural problems. Following one suggestion 
and adding thereto, Starrking school has been able 
to collect exhibits for school use, representing such 
industries as flour-making, silk. cocoa. corn, etc. As 
a sample of work which connects the school with real 
hfe, this is highly commendable. Riverton should be 
commended for securing a small library for the 
school. 

The potato-growing contest of last season into 
which several pupils entered was another example of 
connecting with real life. The potatoes exhibited at 
the local school and Grange fair were such as to 
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attract attention. It should be noted that second 
prize on quality was awarded to a little girl. 

The fair, held for the second time, should now be- 
come a regular annual event. The agricultural work 
of the High School finds here an opportunity for 
expression and there is afforded a chance for school 
and grange to unite. 

The High School work is now progressing under 
the care of Prin. R. A. Littlefield, Mr. Carlisle having 
been called to a more responsible position and a 
much deserved promotion. 


The work in the lower schools has been so ar- 
ranged that all the eighth grade pupils are either at 
Hill or the Meadows where there are two teachers. It 
is hoped that the grade of work will be of such an 
high order that promotion to the High School can 
be made on certificate rather than wholly by exami- 
nation, a thing which would be practically impossible 
in a six or eight grade school with only one teacher. 


The school at the Hill was so large tuat an as- 
sistant was necessary and it was thought advisable 
to transfer the Bailey school to the Hill, thus redue- 
ing the number of teachers. By grading the pupils 
together in the classes, two teachers have been able 
to do what otherwise would have taken three. The 
pupils from the smailer school have done better since 
they have been graded into the larger classes. They 
are now brought in a covered team. A teacher is on 
duty all the time at noon and at recesses in order 
that the children may be cared for. 


It was thought best also to transfer the Valley 
school to the Meadows. The Valley schoolhouse is 
quite a distance from all the pupils in that locality 
and the school was small. A comfortable team now 
conveys pupils to the Meadows where they have 
much the same advantages as at the Hill and we are 
able to dispense with one teacher. 
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Volumes are still being added to the school 
libraries, but there is still need of much larger addi- 
tions. Hereis a chance for some philanthropic indi- 
vidual to do a great deal of good by supplying good 
and suitable literature. 

Memorial Day was again observed by exercises 
at the Hill. This is an excellent opportunity for 
citizens from different sections of the town to meet 
for patriotic exercises and remembrance of departed 
heroes. 

Realizing the importance to the children of hav- 
ing hygienic and artistic surroundings, the superin- 
tendent advises that attention be directed next year 
to a better method of heating and ventilating the 
~schoolrooms and decorations of the walls. The for- 
mer could be accomplished by placing steel jackets 
around the stoves and leaving a space for an air 
passage and a ventilating flue. The latter may be 
accomplished by dressing the desks and walls with 
paint or varnish, and by purchasing a few pictures 
for the walls. 

Several of the schoolhouses have been partially 
equipped with slate blackboards. The work should 
be completed during the coming year. Minor repairs 
should be made on all the schoolhouses, especially 
those at Meadows, Hill and Highlands. Cleanliness 
and purity in the toilets should be especially consid- 
ered. 


Special attention is called to the way in which 
the agricultural work of the high school has been 
able to touch the hfe of the community. Of course 
the boys in the school carry more or less information 
from the class to the farm. The fair directs towards 
new and better methods, but it has been especially 
eratifying that the high school principal, Mr. Car- 
lisle, had a leading part in the organization of the 
Coos County Co-operative Cow-testing Association, 
which brings expert work and advice actually into 
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touch with the dairy herd in its own barn. From 
this advice and from the meetings which are held 
from time to time, there must come very beneficial 
results. 


At another time the classes from the Jefferson 
and Whitefield high schools joined forces and in com- 
pany with their principals did a splendid piece of 
work in pruning an old orchard for airiend of this 
line of study. 


Certainly the citizens of Jefferson ought to very 
highly prize the influence of the high school and see 
to it that the boys avail themselves of a full four 
vears’ course. 

Attention is called to the courses of study and 
other facts as outlined in the Annual Hand-Book, 
the second edition of which came out last fall. Copies 
may be obtained from the superintendent. 


The report made out at the close of the school 
year in June showed a total registration of 97 boys 
and 96 girls. Average membership in all the schools 
together 166. Average attendance 155. Per cent of 
attendance 93.93. This should be considered a very 
creditable record. 

With the advice and consent of the school board, 
ITrecommend that the following sums be appropri- 
ated for the ensuing year:
